To  His  Excellency,  (leorge  W.  Atkinson, 

Governor  and  Commander-  in-Chief, 

of  the  State  of  West  Virginia. 
Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  my  first  Biennial  Report, 
as  Adjutant  General  of  this  Stale,  for  the  years  1897  and  1808. 

THE  NEW  MILITIA  LAW. 

The  new  Militia  Law  having  been  passed  by  the  last  Legisla- 
ture, and  approved  by  Governor  MacCorkle,  Febrary  25th,  1897. 
went  into  operation  early  in  your  administration.     It  is.  in  the 
main,  a  good  law,  but  it  is  not  perfect,  and  requires  some  amend 
nienls. 

AXNI'AL  INSPECTIONS  W.  V.  N.  G. 

In  the  summer  of  L897,  at  our  request,  Lieut.  Douglas  Settle  of 
The  ll)th  V.  S.  Infantry,  on  duty  with  the  West  Virginia  National 
Guard,  visited  the  offices  of  the  regimental  quartermasters,  and 
fhc  amrories  of  the,  then,  seventeen  companies  of  our  brigade,  in 
six  cling  the  armory,  books  and  papers,  ordnance  and  ordnance 
stores,  clothing,  equipage  and  quartermaster  stores  of  each  com 
pany,  ;:nd  the  men  present  for  drill  of  sixteen  companies  (one  com 
pany  commander  having  failed  to  order  his  men  up  for  inspec 
lion),  and  furnished  this  office  with  a  written  report,  in  detail  of 
each  company  and  quartermaster  department.     His  first  inspec 
lion  was  held  July  .~th.  of  Company  "F,"  2nd  Regt.,  a1  Milton;  his 
last    August  '2:W(\.  of  Company  "C,"  2nd  ftegt.,  ai  Ansted. 

One  difficulty,  in  the  way  to  success  of  the  Guard,  he  noted  as 
common,  in  greater  or  loss  degree,  n>  all  the  companies,  viz:  the 
email  per  cent,  of  attendance  of  the  men  upon  company  drills  and 
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other  important  functions,  reporting  in  one  case,  especially:  "The 
company  officers  seem  powerless  to  enforce  attendance  at  compa- 
ny formations.  They  complain  that  the  Militia  Law  does  not  au- 
thorize them  to  order  dri?ls,  and  that  thereby  the  control  of  their 
men  is  taken  away  from  them. 

"Section  49  Militia  Law  confers  discretionary  authority  to  or- 
der weekly  drills  upon  'brigade,  regimental  and  battalion  com- 
manders', only,  and,  by  inference,  seems  to  withhold  like  author- 
ity from  company  commanders. 

"It  is  imperative  that  the  real  meaning  of  this  section  be  deter- 
mined, and  all  doubt  as  to  the  authority  which  company  comman- 
ders possess  be  removed  at  the  earliest  possible  moment." 

This  matter  was  taken  up,  at  once,  and  the  following  order  is- 
sued:

A  question  arising  as  to  what  is  competent  authority  under 
Section  79  of  the  Military  Code,  the  following  is  published  for 
the  information  of  all  concerned: 

A  captain,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  is  supposed  to  drill,  instruct, 
and  make  efficient  his  command,  at  such  times  as  may  be  most 
suitable.  In  case  he  fails  to  order  the  drills  necessary  to  the  ef- 
ficiency of  his  command,  his  superior  officers  are  authorized  un- 
der Section  49  of  the  Military  Code,  to  order  drills  for  such  por- 
tions of  their  commands  as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 

That  is  to  say,  should  a  battalion  commander  find  that  one  of 
his  companies  is  poorly  drilled  and  instructed,  he  is  authorized 
to  order  extra  weekly  drills  for  that  company  as  long  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary.  The  base  of  military  organization  and  efficien- 
cy thereof  is  the  authority  of  company  commanders  to  drill  and 
instruct  their  companies. 

Company  commanders  are  competent  to  order  company  drills.

In  March,  1898,  Maj.  R.  H.  D.  Willis,  Inspector  General  of  the 
W.  V.  N.  G.,  began  his  inspection  of  the  Guard,  making  carefully 
prepared  returns  of  ordnance  and  ordnace  stores,  clothing,  proper 
equipage  and  Q.  M.  stores,  books,  blanks,  stationery,  etc.,  and 
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muster  rolls  of  sixteen  of  the  eighteen  companies  of  infantry, 
which  with  Battery  "A,"  then  composed  the  guard.  With  Com 
jNtnies  "A"  and  "F"  !i.i<l  Infantry  sti'i  to  inspect,  he  was  made 
captain  in  the  2nd  Regt.  \Y.  Ya.  Volunteers,  then  formiug  for 
rhe  war  with  Spain,  and  because  of  this  untimely  ending  of  his 
work,  no  completed  report  has  been  received  from  him. 

OFFICERS'  SCHOOL. 

As  the  new  law  demanded  increased  expenditure,  in  the  way  of 
allowances  for  the  different  headquarters,  clerical  work  and  of- 
ficers' uniforms, the  appropriation,  made  by  the  same  Legislature, 
was  not  sufficient  to  allow  a  field  encampment  in  1897orl898,and 
as  the  best  thai  could  be  done,  with  the  funds  available,  a  school 
of  officers  was  ordered  for  September  20th,  1897.  The  officer! 
the  brigade  were  placed  in  camp  at  Charlesto  and  the  school 
held  for  ten  days,  to  the  great  advantage  of  all  concerned,  two 
excellent  officers  of  the  Regular  establishment,  ('apt.  Casper  H. 
Conrad.  8th  U.  S.  Infantry,  and  Capt.  Charles  G.  Ayers,  10th  U. 
S.  Cavalry,  having  been,  upon  our  request,  detailed  by  the  War 
Department  to  assist  our  own  officers  in  conducting  this  school. 

EXAMINATION  OF  OFFICERS. 

In  eider  to  avoid  extra  expense,  there  was  held  in  connection 
with  the  < Officers'  School  an  examination  of  officers  for  promotion, 
by  a  board  of  officers  of  which  Col.  D.  T.  E.  Casteel,  Assistant  Ad- 
jutant General,  was  president,  convened  by  General  Orders  No. 
13,  B.  H.,  1897,  in  which  four  officers  were* examined  for  colonels 
and  lieutenant  colonels;  also  an  examination  of  officers  for  pro- 
motion, by  a  board  of  which  Col.  W.  H.  Banks,  2nd  Infantry,  was 
president,  convened  by  Special  Orders  No.  2,  B.  EL,  1897  and  a 
board  of  which  Col.  C.  L.  Smith,  1st  Infantry,  was  president,  con- 
\ened  by  Special  Order  No.  1.  B.  II.,  1807,  the  two  latter  boards 
examining  for  majors,  captains,  and  first  lieutenants,  twenty-five 
officers. 

BOARD  OF  SURVEY. 

The  Adjutant  General,  being  also  the  Quartermaster  General, 
and  Chief  of  Ordnai  ce  of  the  State,  has  in  charge  all  munitions 
of  war  pertaining  to  these  I  wo  departments.  The  State  was  re- 
sponsible to  the  United  States  ten-  a  large  amount  of  property 
which  had  been  worn  out  in  the  service,  lost,  or  had  become  obso- 
lete, an  accumulation  of  responsibility,  through  insufficiency  of 
records,  of  several  administrations,  practically  of  the  interval 
since  the  Civil  War. 

To  get  rid  of  this  burden,  boards  of  survey  and  inspection  were 
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organized,  and  after  many  weeks  of  hard  work,  the  old  property 
on  hand  was  condemned  and  sold. and  the  State  relieved  from  the 
greater  part  of  a  responsibility  of  from  eight  to  ten  thounand  dol- 
lars, and  the  care  of  a  mass  of  unserviceable  property. 

The  property  now  in  the  hands  of  the  State  is  all  serviceable, 
well  cared  for,  and  well  protected. 

REORGANIZATION,  W.  V.  N.  G. 

Th  organization  of  the  National  Guard  was  in  one  brigade  of 
of  two  regiments  of  infantry,  of  nine  companies  each,  and  one 
battery  of  artillery  when  the  breaking  out  of  the  war  between 
Spain  and  the  United  States  took  from  the  State  service  the 
greater  part  of  our  drilled  men  in  the  Guard,  and  ihe  greater 
part  of  the  arms,  equipments  and  uniforms  that  were  in  the  pos- 
session of  the  Guard,  also  absorbing  so  much  of  the  funds  at  the 
disposal  of  our  office  as  to  make  it  impracticable  to  have  any 
encampment  or  practice  marches  in  1898. 

Under  our  law  it  is  imperative  that  there  shall  be  two  regiments 
of  National  Guard  in  the  State  all  the  time,  and  consequently,  the 
reorganization  of  the  Guard  has  been  proceeded  with  so  as  to  pre- 
serve in  the  State  the  brigade  formation,  and  the  two  regiments. 
In  doing  this  the  effort  has  been  to  form  organizations  of  mini- 
mum strength,  in  order  that  complete  equipment  may  be  had  for 
every  man  in  the  service. 

This  equipment  the  State  has  not  been  able  to  supply  hereto- 
fore.    Every  man  in  the  Guard  should  have: 
Uniform,  Overcoat, 

Blanket,         ,  Half  shelter  tent, 

Poncho, 
and  the  State  should  have  in  the  hands  of  the  Quartermaster  Gen- 
eral a  sufficient  supply  of  army  shoes  to  be  issued  when  the  men 
are  called  out  for  service.     All  these  things  are  needed,  besides: 
Rifles,  Canteens, 

Cartridge  Belts,  Haversacks, 

Blanket  Bags. 

Our  Guard  clothed  and  equipped  in  this  manner,  can  be  kept  in 
condition  to  serve  the  State  well,  and  at  the  same  time  preserve 
I  heir  own  health  while  in  the  service.  With  an  insufficient  equip- 
ment this  cannot  be  done. 

It  is  the  endeavor  of  this  office  to  have  a  body  of  efficient  men 
ready  for  any  service  that  they  may  be  called  on  to  perform. 

WEST  VA.  VOLUNTEERS  FOR  THE  WAR  WITH  SPAIN. 

When  war  was  declared  between  Spain  and  the  United  States, 
April  23.  1898,  and  the  President  called  upon  West  Virginia,  first. 
:'or  a  regiment  of  infantry,  to  be  formed. so  far  as  possible  of  drill- 
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(Ml  men  of  the  National  Guard,  the  brigade  of  our  State  was  at 
once  ordered  into  camp  at  Kanawha  City. 

Of  the  eighteen  companies  composing  the  two  regiments,  six 
were  selected,  by  lot,  to  stay  at  home.  The  First  West  Virginia 
Volunteer  Infantry  was  then  formed  of  all  the  men  of  the  remain- 
ing twelve  companies  physically  tit.  and  willing  to  enlist,  after- 
ward filled  to  its  proper  number  from  recruits  obtained  in  differ- 
ent ] tarts  of  the  State. 

Immediately  upon  receiving  the  call  for  troops  from  the  United 
States  Government,  requisitions  were  made  for  a  complete  outfit 
for  tlie  regiment,  but  the  United  States  Government  could  not  fill 
these  requisitions,  and  asked  the  State  to  supply  everything  it 
could.  This  was  done,  we  buying  blankets,  bed  sacks,  etc.,  and 
subsisting  and  caring  for  the  troops  in  camp. 

Tin1  First  West  Virginia  Volunteer  Infantry  entered  the  ser- 
vice of  the  United  States  in  May  of  1898,  the  first  company  being 
mustered  in  May  7,  and  the  last  May  14,  the  regiment  breaking 
camp  at  Kanawha  City  about  midnight  of  May  16,  under  com- 
mand of  Col.  B.  D.  Spilman,  late  Brigadier  General  commanding 
the  National  Guard  Brigade. 

The  first  call  restricted  the  number  of  men  of  the  First  West 
Virginia  Volunteer  Infantry  to  the  minimum,  1042,  but,  later,  an- 
other call  to  fill  to  the  maximum  raised  this  number  to  about 
L385,  recruits  being  raised  for  this  purpose  from  different  parts 
of  our  State,  and  sent  on  to  Chickamauga,  Ga.,  where  the  regi- 
ment was  in  cam]),  in  detached  squads,  in  the  months  of  May. 
June,  duly  and  August. 

On  the  second  call  for  troops  by  the  United  States  Government, 
the  Second  West  Virginia  Volunteer  Infantry  was  organized  un- 
der command  of  Col.  I).  T.  E.  Casteel,  late  Assistant  Adjutant 
General  of  the  State,  and  an  officer  of  exceptional  attainments. 
This  regiment  was  readily  filled  to  its  maximum  and  mustered  in- 
to the  U.  S.  service  by  Capt.  J.  M.  Burns,  17th  U.  S.  Infantry,  in 
June  and  July,  the  first  company  being  mustered-in  June  25th 
and  the  last  company  on  the  9th  of  July,  the  regiment  breaking 
camp  to  move  to  Middletown,  Pa.,  at  noon  of  August  19th. 

In  addition  to  these  troops,  two  companies  were  raised  in  this 
State  for  the  4th  U.  S.  Volunteer  Infantry,  one,  Co.  "E",  being 
mustered  in  at  Parkersburg,  commanded  by  Captain  W.  H.  Mon- 
roe, with  sixty-four  men;  and  one,  Co.  "G",  mustered  in  at  Wheel- 
ing under  command  of  Captain  Albert  A  Franzheim,  with  eighty- 
two  men,  the  4th  U.  S.  V.  I.  being  commanded  by  Col.  James  S. 
I'ettit,  late  captain  in  the  1st  U.  S.  Infantry. 

And  two  companies  of  colored  men,  for  the  8th  U.  S.  Volunteer 
Infantry,  commanded  by  Col.  E.  L.  Huggins,  late  Major  in  the 
6th  U.  S.  Cavalry,  being  To.  "L",  commanded  by  Captain  E.  E. 
Hood,  with  eighty  men,  and  Co.  "M",  commanded  by  Captain 
William  T.  Bishop,  with  forty  eight  men.  mustered  in  at  Charles- 
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ton  and  Parkersburg,  respectively,  sufficient  men  to  raise  the  ag- 
gregate of  the  two  companies  being  sent  later  to  join  Co.  "M." 

Thus  the  number  of  troops  supplied  by  our  State  for  the  war 
with  Spain  shows:

the  Navy  from  this  State. 

West  Virginia  has  responded  promptly  and  bravely  to  all  calls 
made  by  the  President,  and  the  patriotism  of  her  citizens  is  shown 
by  the  fact  that  this  office  has  received,  on  an  estimate  two 
thousand  applications  for  service  in  the  way  of  raising  men.  I 
believe  that  at  least  ten  thousand  men  could  have  been  raised, 
had  they  been  needed. 

CAKE  OF  OUR  SICK  SOLDIERS. 

No  regiment  in  active  service  but  has  many  sick  men,  and  our 
regiments  have  been  no  exception  to  this  rule.  The2nd  W.Va.  Vol. 
Infty.,  while  in  tamp  at  Middletown,  Pa.,  had  a  number  of  cases 
of  typhoid  fever  and  other  diseases,  and  the  thanks  of  our  State 
are  due  to  the  kind  people  and  institutions  of  Philadelphia, 
York,  Chester,  Carlisle,  Lancaster,  Lebanon,  Baltimore  and  other 
places  accessible  from  Camp  Meade,  which  took  the  very  best  care 
of  our  men  when  they  were  sick.  Among  the  hospitals  of  Phila- 
delphia that  hospitably  cared  for  our  sick  soldiers  were:

Col.  John  G.  Kelley,  late  colonel  of  the  7th  Infantry  W.  Va. 
Vols.,  remembered  at  Gettysburg,  and  his  wife  who  reside  in 
Philadelphia,  have  been  most  indefatigable  in  tender  care  of  our 
sick,  reporting  at  shorl  intervals  the  condition  of  each  West  Vir- 
ginia soldier  there,  to  this  office,  and,  also  keeping  the  families 
of  the  soldiers  informed  of  their  condition. 

There  has  been  a  dearth  of  information  furnished  us  by  our  1st 
W.  Va.  Vol.  Infty..  and  we  are.  therefore,  unable  to  thus  specify 
kindness  shown  to  them  by  individuals  or  cities,  which  we  regret. 
believing  that  Hick-  has  been  much  kind  consideration  to  record. 

When  the  2nd  W.  Va.  Vol.  Infty.  struck  their  tents  at  ('amp 
Atkinson  to  go  to  Camp  Meade.  Middletown,  Pa.,  they  left  fifteen 
of  their  sick  soldiers  at  the  Thomas  Hospital  here.  Anticipating 
their  discharge  on  sick  furlough,  request  was  made  of  the  A.  G. 
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O.  for  transportation  for  all  to  their  homes,  and  in  some  cases, 
also  clothing  and  commutation  of  travel  rations. 

Later,  these  men  and  ever  sixty  others,  some  from  the  2nd  W. 
Va.  Vol.  Infty.,  seine  V.  Va.  Vol.  Infty.,  and  some

furloughs,  01  discharg  •  foi  disability.  To  this  aid  Col.  0.  N. 
Simms,  Acting  Assistant   Adjutant  (General,  has  given  greatest 

staking, tri       effort,  the  work  requiring  over  four 

:-  secure  the  extension  of  furlough,  where  nec- 
essary, from  The  War  Department  at  Washington,  get  the  fur- 
loughs back  from  there  and  with  them  secure  transportation  for 
the  men,  when  ready  to  return  to  their  commands,  through  the 
Quartermaster  at  Columbus  Barracks,  keep  matters  straight  be- 
tween  the  sick  soldiers  and  their  commanders  in  camp,  and  keep 
the  men  themselves  notified  of  his  action,  and,  finally  of  his  ac- 
cess in  their  behalf. 

EXPENSES  CONNECTED  WITH  THE  SPANISH  WAR. 

The  work  of  this  office,  as  may  be  imagined,  has  been  enormous- 
ly increased  by  the  war.  The  whole  expense  of  mobilizing  the 
i  coops  had  to  be  paid  by  the  State  until  the  troops  were  mustered 
into  the  United  States  service. 

As  the  State  Auditor    decided  that    there    was  no  fund  from 
\  tiieh  he  could  pay  such  expenses,  the  Governor  was  under  the 
essity  of  borrowing  the  needful  money. 
The  following  accounts  have  been  prepared  and  rendered  to 
the  United  States  Government,  the  items  having  been  audited  by 
Regular  Army  officers:

As  it  was  necessary  to  put  the  entire  two  regiments  forming 
the  brigade,  into  camp  in  order  to  select  the  men  for  the  1st  Reg 
iment  W.  V.  V.  I.,  under  the  law  the  men  bad  to  be  paid  while  in 
camp,  and,  when  all  the  accounts  are  audited  it  will  be  found  that 
ihe  cash  expenditure  on  the  1st  W.  Va.  V.  I.  will  amount  to  about 
$23,000  00

REQUEST. 

The  legislature  is  respectfully  requested  to  provide  the  means 
for  the  payment  of  this  debt. 

Also,  we  would  request  such  an  appropriation  as  shall  place  at 
the  disposal  of  our  Governor  a  sum  sufficient  to  enable  him  to  ear- 
ly out  the  law  as  stated  in  Section  44,  page  16  of  the  Military 
Law,  thus  preventing  the  unnecessary  expenditure  for  interest, 
should  another  war  come  upon  us,  or  the  necessity  occur  for  the 
movement  of  troops. 

CLAIMS  AGAINST  THE  UNITED  STATES  GOVERNMENT. 

There  have  been  forwarded  to  Washington  claims  against  the 
L;nited  States  Government  for  settlement,  as  follows:

There  was  also  expended  by  the  State  for  which  separate  claim 
will  have  to  be  made  against  U.  S.  Government:    $6,425  50. 

This  was  expended  in  good  faith,  and  for  legitimate  purposes, 
but  was  cut  out  in  checking  with  U.  S.  regulations  in  regard  to 
expenditures  authorized  by  them,  said  instructions  not  having 
been  sent  us  until  several  months  after  expenses  had  been  incur- 
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red.  A  few  bills  remain  to  be  paid  on  this  account,  but  the 
.•'mount  is  not  large. 

The  transportation  bills  have  not  been  adjusted  with  the  l\  S. 
Government,  it  being  impossible,  so  far.  to  gel  them  in  the  shape 
required  by  their  regulations,  which  call  for  the  name  of  every 
man  transported  on  each  bill.  Notice  of  this  fact,  also,  was  not 
furnished  the  State  until  a  couple  of  months  after  the  bills  had 
been  incurred.

Of  records  of  service  in  the  Civil  War,  in  the  years  1897  and 

1898,  several  hundred  certificates  have  been  furnished,  besides 
many  letters,  written  in  cases  where  the  data  furnished  was  in- 
sufficient, or  the  name  could  not  be  found. 

MEDALS. 

Although  several  of  the  medals  granted  to  soldiers  of  the  Civil 
War,  have  been  sent  out  in  the  course  of  1897-98,  there  are  still  a 
great  many  in  my  hands  for  distribution,  and  not  having  the  ad- 
dress of  the  owners,  although   we  have  used  our  best   endeavors 
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to  obtain  them,  these  medals  cannot  be  delivered  except  as  they 
are  called  for.  They  are  all  alphabetically  arranged  and  careful- 
ly preserved. 

BRIGADE  HEADQUARTERS. 

June  18th,  1898,  Col.  G.  W.  Curtin,  of  Sutton,  W.  Va.,  Aide  de 
<  'amp  on  the  General  Staff,  was  commissioned  Brigadier  General, 
commanding  brigade,  W.  Va.  N.  G.,  to  fill  vacancy  occasioned  by 
Gen.  R.  D.  Spilman  having  accepted  commission  as  colonel  of 
the  1st  W.  Va.  Vol.  Infantry  in  the  United  States  service. 

Owing  to  the  resignation  of  Lieut.  Col.  S.  B.  Baker,  Brigade 
Adjutant  General,  and  in  order  to  concentrate  and  expedite  bus- 
iness. Brigade  Headquarters  was,  by  A.  G.  O.,  General  Orders  No. 
8,  issued  Julv  27,  1898,  removed  from  Parkersburg  to  Charleston. 

And,  September  9th,  1898,  by  B.  H.,  General  Orders  No.  29, 
Charles  B.  Kefauver  was  commissioned  by  the  Oommander-in- 
Chief  as  Brigade  Adjutant  General  with  rank  of  Lieutenant  Col 
onel,  Col.  C.  N.  Simms,  Acting  Assistant  Adjutant  General,  serv- 
ing  also  as  Acting  Brigade  Adjutant  General  in  the  interim,  by 
order  of  the  Brigade  Commander. 

ROLL  OF  OLD  SOLDIERS 

A  bill  was  passed  by  the  last  Legislature  authorizing  the  pub- 
lication of  the  rolls  of  West  Va.  troops  in  the  Civil  War. 

A  board  was  formed  consisting  of  the  Governor,  the  Attorney 
General,  and  the  Adjutant  General,  and  the  work  begun. 

The  rolls  were  found  in  such  condition  that  the  information  de- 
sired must  be  gathered  from  rolls  bound  and  unbound,  written 
and  printed,  and  from  a  mass  of  miscellaneous  papers. 

First  the  unbound  rolls  and  miscellaneous  papers  must  be  col- 
lected, marked  and  filed  so  as  to  be  readily  consulted.  A  box  of 
these  was  accidentally  discovered  in  the  attic  store-room,  covered 
with  lime  and  black  dust,  Among  the  lot  some  papers  affording 
information  asked  for  in  the  case  of  a  cavalry  officer,  just  at  this 
time,  and  which  we  had,  after  careful  search,  failed  to  find  in  the 
A.  G.  0. 

This  lot  was  added  to  our  files,  having  been  dusted,  scanned 
and  marked,  for  that  purpose,  our  entire  collection  of  papers  and 
rolls  requiring  almost  one  hundred  files  to  put  them  in  proper 
shape. 

Since  beginning  this  work  we  have  been  requested  by  many  old 
soldiers,  in  view  of  the  many  errors  in  the  reports  previously  pub- 
lished, to  make  our  publication  accurate,  and  this  we  are  making 
every  effort  to  accomplish,  pushing  our  work  as  rapidly  as  possi- 
ble consistent  with  accuracy. 

There  were  between  thirty  and  forty  thousand  names  to  be 
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transcribed,  and  the  repetition  of  some  of  these  many  limes  is 
practically  unavoidable  in  the  process  of  copying,  from  varia- 
tions in  the  spelling,  or  the  fad  that  some  of  the  officers  and  men 
served  in  different  organizations. 

When  transcribed  tin1  records  must  then  be  compared  with  each 
roll  on  which  the  name  appears,  this  process  adding  to,  not  only 
the  record  of  many  of  the  men  represented,  but  also  adding  to  the 
list  of  men.  In  one  case,  noted  as  an  example1,  the  printed  A.  G. 
O.  report  for  L864  bore  the  names  of  Battery  "A",  officers  and 
men.  153.  The  written  Book  of  Records,  in  which  is  supposed  to 
be  entered  the  most  complete  showing,  gave  this  battery,  officers 
and  men,  260.  Our  process  of  checking  through  the  files,  etc, 
gave  us,  including  some  cross  reference  cards  made  necessary  by 
difference  of  spelling,  etc.,  this  battery,  officers  and  men,  326. 

There  being,  possibly  ten  cross  reference  cards,  gave  us  an  in- 
crease over  the  highest  single  roll,  of  5(5  men.  in  Battery  "A." 

This  involves  an  enormous  amount  of  work,  and  great  care. 
The  plan  is  to  collect  on  a  card  all  that  the  records  show  of  the 
military  history  of  each  man.  and,  when  this  is  done,  to  arrange 
alphabetically  all  these  names,  and  print  them. 

This  will  give  us  a  permanent  record  of  our  soldiers,  and  in  eas- 
ily accessible  shape.  There  are  hundreds  of  applications  each 
year,forthe  records  of  soldiers,  and  for  facts  concerning  them, and 
the  condition  of  the  records  has  made  it  very  burdensome,  and  of- 
ten impossible  to  find  the  information  desired.  The  alphabetic 
system  will  obviate  the  difficulty  met  with  in  cases  of  many  old 
soldiers  who  have  forgotten  the  name  of  the  company,  and  even 
the  regiment,  in  which  they  served. 

When  this  book  is  completed  it  will  contain  all  that  is  known 
about  each  man  thai  served  the  State  or  United  States,  so  far  as 
our  records  inform,  in  the  great  War,  and  the  work  will  be  done 
tor  all  time. 

A.  G.  O.  VAULT. 

There  had  boon  no  place  to  store  the  records  of  the  Adjutant 
Generals  office  in  which  they  would  be  safe  in  case  of  tire.  For 
this  purpose,  by  the  exchange  of  a  safe  which  was  too  large  for 
our  limited  office  space,  and  yet.  not  available  for  the  storage  of 
our  records.  I  had  a  vault  built,  opening  from  my  private  office. 
This  is  fitted  uiih  metal  tiles,  has  ;i  slate  roof,  with  cemented 
arch  under  H  ;  the  floor  of  cement  with  air  space  and  brick 
arch  beneath,  and  doable  doors  manufactured  by  the  ([all  Safe 
Co.,  and  is  pronounced  entirely  tire  proof.

RECORD  OF  TROOPS.  SPANISH  WAR. 

The  organization  of  the  Volunteer  Regiments  has  entailed 
upon  this  office  an  immerse  amount  of  work  in  addition  to  the 
correspondence,  etc..  heretofore  mentioned,  as  an  experience 
with  the  incompleteness  of  Cue  Civil  War  records,  led  us  to  try 
to  avoid  the  same  complications  in  connection  with  the  records 
of  our  troops  in  the  Spanish  war.     Books  were  prepared  at  con- 
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s'derable  expense,  and  the  original  muster-in  roils  of  the  differ- 
ent organizations  carefully  copied  therein,  and  it  was  our  de- 
sire to  keep  them  corrected  as  to  all  subsequent  changes  as  we 
went  along.  There  has  been  an  unfortunate  disinclination 
evinced  by  the  1st  Regt.  W.  Va.  Vol.  Inf.  to  cooperate  with  us  in 
rhis  work,  which  we  sincerely  regret,  l>ul  in  the  case  of  the  2nd 
Regt.  W.  Va.  Vol.  Inf.  we  have  records  which  are  now  completed 
and  checked  almost  up  to  date.  These  records  have  already 
proved  of  value  in  several  instances,  and  when  the  Regiments 
are  mustered  out  of  service,  the  Rolls  which  they  will  then  have 
to  furnish  us  will  enable  us  to  complete  the  work  without  the 
trouble  experienced  by  the  State  after  the  Civil  War  and  with 
little  additional  expense.

Arms,  58  rifles, 
model  L884.  55  of  them  in  good  condition.  3  broken  and  un- 
serviceable.

Armory,  room  40x75  feet, 
in  second  floor  of  brick  building,  no  individual  lockers,  no  means 
for  proper  care  and  preservation  of  property;  rendered  bad  in 
summer  by  the  heat  of  the  laundry  underneath  it.

REPORT. 

On  the  4th  day  of  May,  1898.  the  United  States  Army  officer 
detailed  as  Professor  of  Military  Science  and  Tactics  was  with- 
drawn on  account  of  the  war  with  Spain.  By  order  of  the  Pres- 
ident of  that  date,  I  was  detailed  in  charge  of  this  department 
until  such  time  as  the  Army  detail  might  be  restored.  I  am 
still  in  charge  of  the  post.  I  submit  herewith  some  extracts 
from  Orders  No.  67,  C.  H.,  c.  s.,  which  indicate  the  course  of  in- 
struction outlined  by  me  for  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1899. 
The  instruction  of  the  Corps  is  progressing  in  a  satisfactory  man- 
ner so  far  as  the  facilities  at  hand  will  permit.  The  one  great 
need  is  an  armory  and  drill-hall  with  suitable  recitation  rooms, 
where  instruction  can  be  carried  on  regardless  of  weather.  Dur- 
ing the  winter  season  drills  must  be  suspended  for  want  of  a 
drill-hall.

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REPORT  OF  BRIGADE   COMMANDER.

Sir:— I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  report  present- 
ing a  summary  of  the  condition  of  the  Brigade  at  the  time  I  as- 
sumed command,  together  with  a  review  of  the  chief  events  in  the 
reorganization  of  the  Brigade,  so  far  as  advanced,  and  some  ob- 
servations touching  the  present  condition  of  the  forces  under 
my  command,  with  certain  recommendations  which  I  deem  es- 
sential to  promote  the  interests  of  the  service. 

It  is  not  practicable,  nor  is  it  deemed  expedient  or  necessary 
that  this  report  should  attempt  to  cover  a  history  of  the  Brig- 
ade during  the  past  two  years  prior  to  the  date  of  my  command. 
The  essentials  in  this  respect  are  of  record  in  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral's  office,  and,  I  am  informed,  will  be  submitted  in  the  report 
made  by  the  Adjutant  General. 

It  may  be  in  place  to  remark,  in  passing,  that  such  knowledge 
as  I  have  of  the  State  soldiery,  when  under  the  command  of  my 
predecessor,  Brigadier  General  B.  D.  Spilman,  warrants  me  in 
bearing  testimony  to  the  high  standard  attained  by  the  Brigade, 
at  that  time.  Credit  is  due  General  Spilman  and  the  able  officers 
of  his  comand  for  the  excellence  achieved. 
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The  personnel  of  the  officers  was,  with  remarkably  few  excep 
tions,  distinguished  for  the  high  order  oi  military  attainments  and 
devotion  to  the  service,  while  the  enlisted  men  were  of  an  excel 
lent  average,  patriotic  and  faithful  in  their  duties  as  soldiers  of 
the  (State.  The  efficiency  oi  the  officers  and  men  oi  the  Guard  is 
borne  out  by  the  good  record  they  have  made  in  the  United  States 
Volunteer  service. 

Before  the  outbreak  of  the  wai  the  Brigade  Commander  had 
under  his  command  a  Brigade  Staff,  two  Regiments  oi'  Infantry 
of  nine  Companies  each,  one  Battery  oi'  Artillery,  a  Medical  De- 
partment, the  Corps  of  Cadets  oi'  the  Morgantown  University,  (or- 
ganized as  a  separate  battalion  of  the  National  Guard,  and,  un- 
der the  New  Military  Code,  subject  to  such  duty  as  the  Comman- 
der-in-Chief may  order),  and  a  Signal  Corps,  which  was  organized 
on  the  eve  of  hostilities. 

When  I  was  commissioned  Brigade  Commander,  June  L8th, 
898,  the  command  had  been  reduced  to  small  proportions, 
was  generally  disorganized  on  account  oi'  the  transfer  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  offices  and  men  to  the  sei  vice  of  the  United  Stales 
in  the  Spanish-American  war.  The  accountability  for  the  proper- 
ty of  the  Guard  was  also  lefi  ite  of  confusion  b 
the  hurried  assembling  at  Camp  Lee.  and,  in  some  instances,  to 
the  negligence  of  certain  officers. 

The  former  Brigade  Quartermaster  having  been  commissioned 
in  the  Second  Regiment  \Y.  Va.  Vol.  Infty.,  and  being  out  of  tin- 
State,  no  report  for  the  year  L898  is  forthcoming  from  him;  and, 
by  n  i  the  difficulty  he  experienced  at  Camp  bee  in  secur- 

ing property  reports  from  the  officers  designated  for  U.  S.  service, 
as  I  am  informed,  tog<  ther  with  the  taking  of  unauthorized  prop- 
erty by  the  ol.  Infty.  wh  fl  Camp  Lee, 
has  so  complicated  the  property  records  that  no  intelligent 
complete  report  can  be  made  until  the  return  of  the  officers  of 
that  regiment  from  the  U.  S.  service. 

The  remnant  of  the  Quartermastei  stores  which  were  in  the 
custody  of  the  Brigade  Quartermaster  at  the  time  of  the  depart 
are  of  the  1st  VV.  Va.  Vols.,  were  gathered  up  and  turned  into 
the  Adjutant  General's  office  without  invoice  or  returi

report.    The  only  occasion  on  which  he 

at  the  Offii  >ol  Camp,  September  L897.    The  actual  tent 

age  and  camp  equipage  was  brought  to  Camp  by  the  headquar- 
ters of  each  regiment,  and  the  officers  of  each  company,  for  their 
own  use.  and  afterwards  returned  to  their  proper  stations. 

The  purchase  of  all  quartermaster  supplies  necessary  for  this 
camp,  was  made  by  the  Chief  Quartermaster,  v 
ing  the  bills  therefor,  turning  them  over  to  the  A.  c.  <>..  and  set 
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ments  were  made  direct  fromthat  office,  and  included  in  their  re- 
port under  expenses  of  Officers'  School  Camp. 

Genera]  Orders  No.  5,  dated  May  24,  1898,  issued  from  the  Ad- 
jutant General's  Office,  required  the  formation  of  two  regiments 
of  six  companies  each.  This  order,  in  effect,  contemplated  a  re- 
organization of  the  Brigade,  to  be  composed  of  the  companies 
and  other  organizations  remaining  in  the  service  of  the  Slate, 
and  of  such  new  companies  as  should  be  determined  upon.  Its 
purpose  was  to  fulfill  the  mandate  of  the  law,  which  requires  the 
Commander-in-Chief  to  maintain  an  organized  military  force 
within  the  State. 

I  have  proceeded  with  the  execution  of  this  order  as  expedi- 
tiously as  circumstances  would  permit,  in  order  that  the  State 
should  have  the  protection  of  its  own  citizen  soldiery  in  any  con- 
tingency that  might  arise.  In  order  to  provide  field  officers  for 
the  two  Regiments  of  the  Brigade,  an  examination  was  held,  as 
required  by  law,  and  the  following  promotions  were  made,  and 
commissions  were  issued  accordingly,  viz:

No  changes  have  been  made  in  the  Brigade  Staff  except  where 
there  were  vacancies,  and  these  vacancies  have  been  filled  by 
appointment  of  the  Brigade  Commander  duly  approved  by  the 
Commander-in-Chief.

The  Medical  Departmenl  has  been  organized  with  one  Chief 
Surgeon,  one  Surgeon  for  each  Regiment,  and  one  Assistant  Sur- 
geon, tojgether  with  a  number  of  the  members  of  the  Hospital 
Corps  who  did  no1  go  into  the  United  States  Volunteer  service. 

A  reorganization  of  the  Signal  Corps  has  been  perfected,  un- 
der competent  officers,  with  25  carefully  selected  men. 

The  Brigade  organization,  as  outlined  above,  is  on  the  mini 
mum  basis  fixed  by  law.  the  intention  having  been  to  keep  open 
as  many  places  as  could  he  reserved,  consistent  with  the  good  of 
die  service,  for  the  reinstatement   in  the  Guard  of  officers  who 
volunteered  in  the  ('.  S.  set-vice,  when  they  return  to  the  Stale. 

The  men  who  enlisted  in  the  Q.  S.  Volunteer  service  were  hon- 
orably discharged  out  (he  service  of  the  Stale,  as  pei-  General 
Orders  No.  5,  issued  from  the  Adjutant  General's  office,  series  of 
1898.  By  General  Orders  No.  14  A.  G.  ()..  1898,  provision  was 
made  for  (lie  reinstatement  of  such  of  these  men  as  may  desire  to 
!i  enter  the  service  of  the  State  for  the  balance  of  the  period  of 
their  original  enlistment,  crediting  them  with  the  time  served  in 
the  United  States  Volunteers.  The  re-enlistment  of  these  men 
is  considered  desirable,  as  the  experience  gained  by  them  in  the 
United  Slates  service  would  add  materially  to  the  efficiency  of 
the  Brigade. 

In  addition  to  (he  foregoing  organizations  there  are  fragments 
of  former  companies  consisting  of  from  ten  to  twenty  men  each. 
liable  to  military  duly,  located  as  follows:

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A  few  miscellaneous  suggestions,  calculated  to  promote  the 
efficiency  of  the  Brigade  and  make  it  better  equipped  for  actual 
service,  commend  themselves  to  me,  which  I  beg  to  submit: 

Good  Conduct  Badges  should  be  provided  for  worthy  enlisted 
men,  and  service  stripes  provided  and  worn  ou  fatigue  uniforms 

Discharges  issued  in  future  should  have  the  character  of  the 
soldier's  service  during  enlistment  stated  in  the  order  announcing 
his  discharge.  This  would  be  an  act  of  justice  to  worthy  men, 
and  distinguish  the  good  from  the  indifferent. 

In  my  opinion  Practice  Marches  would  be  an  improvement 
over  the  former  custom  of  a  General  Annual  Encampment,  such 
marches  to  be  conducted  in  every  respect  as  marches  are  made 
in  the  field  in  actual  service.  This  custom  is  in  vogue  in  a  num- 
ber of  States  where  the  National  Guard  has  been  raised  to  a  high 
standard. 

A  Company  Cook  should  be  authorized  for  enlistment  in  each 
Company,  and  be  paid  at  the  rate  fixed  for  Corporals. 

Cartridge  Boxes  and  Blanket  Bags  should  be  dispensed  with. 
and  replaced  by  Woven  Cartridge  Belts,  and  Blanket  Rolls.  An 
Individual  Mess  Outfit  should  be  supplied  each  man. 

In  conclusion,  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  testify  to  the  fidelity  and 
zeal  in  the  service  of  the  State  displayed  generally  by  the  officers 
and  men  left  in  the  Brigade  who  did  not  get  the  coveted  oppor- 
tunity to  serve  their  Country  in  the  Spanish-American  War,  and 
now  constitute  the  organizations  under  my  command.  The  offi- 
cers are  careful,  painstaking  and  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duties,  and  the  routine  work  necessary  to  the  maintenance  and 
conduct  of  their  commands  entails  considerable  labor  for  which 
there  is  but  small  compensation. 

The  esprit  de  corps  of  the  Brigade  is  good,  and,  with  suitable 
provision  made  by  the  Legislature,  I  am  satisfied  that  West  Vir- 
ginia will  have  a  National  Guard  that  will  be  a  credit  to  the 
State,  and  afford  that  protection  and  security  for  the  purpose  of 
which  its  existence  and  maintenance  is  provided  by  our  laws. 

It  is  respectfully  submitted  that  the  Commander-in-Chief  urge 
upon  the  Legislature  the  importance  and  necessity  of  an  adequate 
appropriation  to  these  ends.

14  (c) — Those  who  have  completed  practice  at  100  and  200 
yards  and  whose  aggregate  averages  30  will  be  designated  2nd 
Classmen.

III.  Sec.  28. — 1.  The  qualifications  of  an  elector  for  lieuten- 
ant are  that  he  must  be  an  enlisted  man  of  the  organization 
which  is  holding  an  election,  and  must  have  attended  drill  with- 
in two  months  of  the  meeting  held  for  election. 

2.  All  elections  will  be  ordered  by  the  Commander-in-Chief, 
who  will  designate  an  officer  to  preside,  who,  upon  receipt  of 
the  order,  will  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the 
election. 

3.  Notice  of  election  will  be  given  by  orders,  letters  or  orally. 
Orders  will  be  posted  at  the  armory  or  read  to  the  elector.  Let- 
ters will  be  posted  to  the  last  known  place  of  abode.  Notice- 
when  given  orally  will  be  certified  to  the  presiding  officer  by  the 
oath  of  the  person  giving  it.  Orders  aud  letters  of  notice  will 
be  given  by  the  presiding  officer,  oral  notice  by  him  or  by  some 
officer  or  enlisted  man  designated  by  him.  Sufficient  notice  will 
be  deemed  to  have  been  given  by  orders  posted  at  the  armory  of 
the  organization  in  which  the  election  is  to  be  held,  if  there  have 
been  two  regular  meetings  of  the  organization  between  the  time 
the  notice  is  posted  and  the  election,  otherwise  notice  must  be 
given  by  letter  or  orally  to  the  organization  before  the  election 
is  held. 

4.  At  the  hour  appointed  the  presiding  officer  will  call  the 
roll  of  the  organization,  and  if  satisfied  that  legal  notice  has  been 
given,  will  cause  the  electors  to  cast  a  written  ballot  with  the 
name  of  their  choice  written  thereon.  After  all  present  have 
voted,  the  presiding  officer  will  have  the  ballots  canvassed  and 
if  any  one  have  a  majority  of  tha  votes  cast,  he  will  declare  an 
election.  If  a  majority  have  not  been  cast  for  any  one,  then  an- 
other ballot  shall  be  held.  If  a  majority  of  votes  be  not  cast  for 
any  one  person  within  one  hour,  then  the  presiding  officer  may 
adjourn  the  meeting  to  another  fixed  time  and  then  proceed  as 
before. 
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5.  After  an  election  is  declared,  the  presiding  officer  will  no- 
tify the  person  so  elected,  who  shall  signify  his  acceptance  or 
non-acceptance  within  ten  days,  when  the  presiding  officer  will 
report  the  election,  through  channels,  to  the  Commander-in- 
Chief. 

IV.  Sec.  51.  Officers  and  enlisted  men  may  be  warned  for  duty 
as  follows:  Either  by  stating  the  substance,  or  reading  the  order 
to  the  officer  or  man  warned,  or  by  delivering  a  copy  of  such 
order  to  such  officer  or  man,  or  by  leaving  a  copy  of  such  order 
at  the  last  known  place  of  abode,  or  business  ofsuch  officer  or 
man,  with  some  person  of  suitable  age  of  discretion,  or  by  send- 
ing a  copy  of  such  order  or  notice  containing  the  substance  there- 
of to  such  officer  or  man  by  mail,  directed  to  him  at  his  last 
known  place  of  abode  or  business,  or  the  post  office  nearest 
thereto.  Such  warning  may  be  given  in  the  case  of  an  officer, 
by  any  officer;  in  the  case  of  an  enlisted  man,  by  any  officer  or 
non-commissioned  officer.

Adjutant  General's  Department — A  shield  of  gold  or  gilt  met- 
al or  embroidered  in  gold. 

Inspector  General's  Department — Gold  or  gilt  sword  and  fas- 
ces crossed  and  wreathed. 

Judge  Advocate  General's  Department — Sword?)  and  pen 
crossed  and  wreathed,  embroidered  in  gold  or  of  gold  or  gilt 
metal. 
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Quartermaster's  Department — Sword  and  key  crossed  on  a 
wheel  surmounted  by  a  spread  eagle,  of  gold  or  gilt  metal,  plat- 
inum and  enamel.

Medical  Department — A  modification  of  the  cross  of  the 
Knights  of  St.  John,  to  be  ',  inch  over  all,  embroidered  in  gold 
or  made  of  gold  or  gilt  metal  in  exact  imitation  of  gold  em- 
broidery, the  center  plain,  and  the  cross  without  border. 

Ordnance  Department — Shell  and  flame,  of  gold  or  gill  metal 
or  embroidered  in  gold. 

Signal  Corps — Two  crossed  signal  Hags  and  a  burning  torch. 
of  gold  or  gilt  metal,  or  embroidered  in  gold. 

Infantry — Two  cross  rifles  one  inch  high,  with  number  of  teg 
iment  above  intersection  for  all  iield  and  staff  officers  of  the  reg- 
iment; and  for  all  company  officers,  in  addition,  the  letter  oi  the 
Company   below  the  intersection,   of  gold  or  gilt  metal  or  em- 
broidered in  gold.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  the  Commander-in-Chiei 
directs  the  following  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  Ad- 
jutant General's  Department: 

1.  The  Adjutant  General  is  chief  of  staft,  and  it  i.s  through 
him  the  Commander-in-Chief  communicates  with,  and,  receives 
communications  from  the  National  Guard,  and,  in  time  of  peace, 

when  not  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  also 
performs  the  duties  of  Q.  M.  General,  Com.  General.  Paymaster 
General,  and  Chief  of  Ordnance. 

2.  The  Adjutant  General  accompanies  the  Com  man  ler-iu- 
Chief  in  all  his  reviews  and  inspections. 

3.  The  Adjutant  General's  Department  is  the  bureau  of  orders 
and  records  of  the  military  establishment  of  the  State.  All  or- 
ders and  instructions,  however,  relating  to  the  discipline  and 
military  control,  or  affecting  the  military  operations  of  the  Na- 
tional Guard,  shall  be  promulgated  through  the  Brigade  Com- 
mander. 

All  General  regulations  emanating  from  the  Commander  in- 
Chief  are  communicated  to  troops  and  individuals  in  the  military 
service  through  the  Adjutant  General. 

4.  The  Adjutant  General's  office  is  the  repository  for  the 
records  relating  to  the  military  establishment  of  the  State,  to  the 
personnel  of  the  National  Guard,  to  the  Military  history  of  every 
commissioned  officer  and  soldier  thereof,  and  to  the  movements 
and  operations  of  troops. 

The  records  of  all  appointments,  promotions,  resignations, 
deaths  and  other  causalties  in  the  National  Guard,  the  prepara- 
tions and  distribution  of  commissions  and  the  compilation  and 
issue  of  the  annual  register  of  the  Guard,  and  the  preparation  of 
the  annual  returns  of  the  militia,  required  by  law  to  be  submit- 
ted to  the  war  department  pertain  to  the  Adjutant  General's 
Office. 

The  Adjutant  General  is  charged,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Commander-in-Chief,  with  the  preparation  and  supply  of  enlist- 
ment, and  discharge  blanks,  and  the  preservation  of  enlistment 
papers,  the  collection  and  classification  of  all  information  rela- 
tive to  the  military  resources  of  the  State. 

The  Adjuiant  General  will,  bi-ennially,  not  later  than  the 
second  Tuesday  in  November,  render  the  Commander-in-Chiel 
a  full  report  upon  the  administration  of  his  office,  and  the  mili- 
tary resources  of  the  State,  together  with  such  recommendations 
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for  the  improvement  of  the  military  establishment  as  he   ma}7 
•  teem  advisable. 

He  will  furnish  to  the  Commander-in-Chief,  and  to  the 
Brigade  Commander  copies  of  the  quarterly  reports  upon  the 
state  of  the  military  fund  submitted  to  him  by  the  State  Treas- 
urer. 

5.  In  the  Adjutant  General's  office,  the  names  of  all  enlisted 
soldiers  are  enrolled,  enlistments  and  descriptive  lists  filed, 
deaths,  discharges,  desertions,  etc.,  recorded,  the  general  returns 
of  the  Guard  consolidated,  returns  of  regiments,  batteries,  de- 
partments, and  corps  preserved. 

6.  Regulations  and  rules  for  the  government  of  the  several 
staff  departments,  for  keeping  record  books,  and  forms  for  rolls, 
returns,  etc.,  will  be  furnished  the  proper  officers  on  application 
to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  State. 

7.  Manuscript  returns,  rolls,  certificates  and  other  documents 
are  prohibited  when  the  proper  printed  forms  are  on  hand.  It 
is  the  duty  of  all  persons  concerned  to  make  timely  requisition 
for  the  necessary  forms  and  blanks  that  administrative  work 
may  be  promptly  performed. 

8.  The  Assistant  Adjutant  Genera!  may  perform  all  the  duties 
of  the  Adjutant  General  in  case  of  his  absence,  or  inability,  or 
by  his  express  direction. 

9.  Whenever  there  shall  be  unwarranted  loss,  gross  neglect, 
in  case  of  refusal  or  neglict  to  return  public  property  when  or- 
dered, the  Adjutant  General  shall  commence  suit  against  the 
bondsmen  of  such  offender  for  the  value  thereof.  He  shall  take 
measures  to  recover  all  military  property  of  the  State  in  the  pos- 
session of  persons  not  under  bonds  for  the  same.

The  property  returns  will  exhibit  the  exact  amount  of 
property  in  the  hands  of  each  responsible  officer,  and  will  be 
made  by  viewing  and  accurately  counting  each  kind  of  property 
and  entering  the  same,  under  the  proper  heading,  upon  the  pro- 
per form. 

V.  All  errors  and  inaccuracies  in  the  Muster  Rolls  and  pro 
perty  books  of  the  organizations  inspected  will  be  corrected  to 
correspond  exactly  with  the  report  of  the  Inspector,  and  respon- 
sible officers  will  be  instructed  how  to  keep  their  records  so  that 
in  future  discrepancies  will  not  appear  between  their  records  and 
those  in  the  A.  G.  O. 

The  Brigade  Inspector  General  is  authorized  to  give  instruc-

No  man  shall  be  counted  as 
tiring  at  any  range,  nor  shall  his  score  at  that  range  be  counted 
unless  he  has  qualified  at  all  previous  ranges. 

In  the  column  headed  "Average  per  cent  of  scores"  place  the 
average  score  ot  the  Company  at  that  range  c  >untihg  tie-  score 
of  each  officer  and  men  not  firing  and  not  excused  by  proper 
authority,  as  zero.  In  other  words,  this  average  is  to  he  obtain- 
ed by  dividing  the  sum  of  the  percentages  of  those  firing,  by  the 
total  strength  of  the  Company,  less  the  number  of  men  excused. 

In  case  a  Company  has  had  no  target  firing  the  annual  report 
of  the  Company  should  exhibit  the  roll  of  the  Company  with  the 
score  of  each  man  zero  at  every  range  except  in  case  of  men  ex- 
cused. Where  a  Company  does  not  appear  at  all  ranges  the 
score  of  each  man  not  excused  shall  be  put  down  as  zero,  for 
those  ranges  at  which  he  has  not  tired. 

No  person  shall  be  excused  from  firing  except  on  certificate 
of  a  physician  that  he  is  unable  to  attend  practice.
